Compared with 1938 the world’s 
railways in 1957 hauled nearly 
two and a half times as much 
freight. The world’s shipping fleet, 
increased by 65 per cent since 
1938 despite the enormous losses 
in the war, carried almost twice 
as much cargo and the aircraft of 
the world flew more than nine 
times as many miles. 


And on the highways? The 
Yearbook knows.

WASHINGTON (#—Former At- 
torney General Herbert Brownell 
Jr. was accused Monday of par- 
tiality “incompatible with the 
duties of his public office” in 
dealings with the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. to settle 


an antitrust case. 


The critical report, which re- 
ferred also to “‘the eagerness of 
key government officials (of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's administra- 
tion) to advécate AT&T's posi- 
tion,” came out of a sharply di- 
vided House Antitrust subcommit- 
tee. 


DEMOCRATS SIGN 


Chairman Emanuel Celler of 
New York and three other Demo- 
crats signed it. All three Repub- 
lican members signed a minority 
report saying the 306-page major- 
ity report shows no clear purpose 
“except to smear the Department 
of Justice by’ innuendo.” Two 
Democrats signed neither report. 


The majority report called on 
the Justice Department to reopen 
the case and seek revision of the 
consent decree that settled it in 
1956. It also demanded the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
investigate telephone 


rates. 


MUCH GREATER YIELD 


The report said a rate increase 
granted the telephone system in 
1953 yielded much more than the 
6% per cent return that had been 
estimated. The four Democrats 
said that if it assumed such re- 
turns are unreasonable, “‘in the 
years 1955, 1956 and 1957 long dis- 
tance telephone users were over- 
charged 159 million dollars.” 


A consent decree is a means of- 
ten used to settle antitrust and 
similar cases.

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Dulles Is Present 
At Big Four Meet 


The Big Four Foreign Ministers Con- 
ference temporarily will be suspended 
for the funeral of former Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, whose passing 
Sunday brought sorrow to most of the 
free world. 

It is fitting that the Western democ- 
racies pay such tribute to the man who 
in recent years has done more than any 
other to mold Allied policies. And while 
not in attendance at the conference, the 
influence of Mr. Dulles has been very 
much present. His refusal to compro- 
mise with tyranhy, his stand on Berlin 
and German reunification have been very 
much in evidence, 

It is a coincidence, of course, that Mr. 
Dulles’ funeral falls on May 27, the dead- 
line set by Premier Khrushchev six 
months ago for the West to get out of 
Berlin. The deadline has been extended 
but the threat remains. Moscow holds 
this club over the Western nations—a 
threat to sign a unilateral peace treaty 
with the East Germans and to hand over 
to them control of the access routes to 
Berlin. 

After two weeks of discussions, the 
foreign ministers have reached no agree- 
ments. They have made headlines. It is 
evident that Khrushchev is using the Ber- 
lin and German threats to force a summit 
meeting. He seeks a propaganda victory 
and Western acceptance of the status 
quo—including a divided Germany—in 
Europe. 

It is known that Mr. Dulles had no 
enthusiasm for a summit meeting. Neither 
would he accept a status quo arrangement 
for Europe. On these points, as well as 
in his firm resistance to all Communist 
expansion moves, he was adamant and 
tough. 

His “brink of war” tactics, while 
scaring the living daylights out of our 
allies on many occasions, did not lead to 
war. His rigidities did not bring an end 
to the cold war but neither did they 
bring a hot one. But Communist expan- 
sionism was held in check. 

Optimism persists that Khrushchev’s 
insistence on a summit meeting comes 
from a desire to ease international ten- 
sions so that Russia can concentrate on 
its domestic economic programs. If- this 
be true, he may be willing to make con- 
cessions. The next few days will tell. 
But as of now there has been no backing 
up by either side. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Dulles’ funeral — 
coming on the day when Khrushchev’s 
ultimatum was supposed to be effective 
reminds us of what a great fighter for 
peace he was. May his dedicated pur- 
poses guide those who now must shape 
our future course!

Dr. Pund and Dr. Logan have made 
valuable contributions to the health of 
countless Georgians. It is good to see them 
accorded such high honors by their fel- 
low members of the medical profession. 


Low-Income Groups 


Need Better Housing 


In Vienna, Dooly County, when a sur- 
vey was made of. the need for decent, 
low-cost housing, 21 white citizens re- 
quested a chance to occupy units and 171 
Negroes indicated interest. 

The applicants are from low-income 
groups or from those retired or facing 
retirement, on pensions hardly adequate 
to meet the high cost of living. 

The city has been approved for 30 
units of federal housing, with 20 pres- 
ently tagged for Negro occupancy and 10 
for white. 

Obviously the 30 units will not meet 
the existing need. | 
The situation is. not peculiar to Vi- 
enna. | 

There has always been an acute need 
for good housing within the reach of low- 

With the life span lengthening and 
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more and more of the population at the 
old-age level, the demand will increase 
for housing units, public or private, for 
these people. 

The problem is a growing one, char- 
acteristic of the times in which we live. 

Communities conscious of an obli- 
gation to those either of low pay or low 
pensions are planning and acting to make 
good housing available. |

Tax Revision Proposals 
Rate Thorough Hearing 


Proposals for a state withholding tax 
and for equalization of property evalu- 
ations on a fair statewide basis deserve 
the fullest consideration and discussion 
before the next legislative session. 

These two moves might prove to be 
major aids in solving the state’s long- 
range financial problems. While all tax- 
payers should be treated alike in the pay- 
ment of income taxes, it is of equal im- 
portance that state aid be dispensed in 
like manner. 

Under present formulas, counties 
which have faced up to the equalization 
problem actually find themselves penal- 
ized under state-aid programs for having 
done so. And as another mark against 
the county unit system, politics has 
tended to perpetuate an unfair system. 

Perhaps these two moves would make 
it possible for the state to eliminate the 
highly unpopular practice of making citi- 
zens pay taxes on taxes. That, in effect, 
is what happens in denying the right 
to deduct federal income taxes. There is 
no justice to it. 

Also coming up for consideration in 
1960 is a complete revision of the State 
Revenue Code. Work on it has been 
going on for two years and is about com- 
plete. It has received backing of the 
Georgia Bar Assn. It attempts to bring 
some order into a revenue code which 
has been amended so many times it is 
impossible to interpret. 

While we're at this job of revising 
the revenue code, let it be thorough. It 
should result in more efficient collection, 
more funds and less irritation of the 
taxpayer.

Charges and countercharges as to who 
is to blame for lack of facilities at Grady 
Hospital for treatment of the mental- 
ly ill thus far have left matters un- 
changed. 

The psychiatric ward still has not 
been activated and there is nothing to 
indicate that it will be in the near future. 

Why is it that Macon, Augusta and 
Columbus have qualified for state assist- 
ance in providing short-term treatment 
of mental cases while Atlanta has not? 

Is this otherwise progressive com- 
munity too poor to or too lackadaisical 
to meet the requirements for state par- 
ticipation in the program? Has the state 
been derelict in working with local offi- 
cilals to evolve an acceptable arrange- 
ment? 

Regardless of who or what techni- 
calities are responsible for the present 
situation, it is a shame and a disgrace 


for the largest population center in 
Georgia to be so woefully lacking in 
facilities for short-term treatment of 


mental disturbances. 

As pointed out by James O’Hear 
Sanders, president of the Atlanta Assn. 
for Mental Health, surely a workable 
plan can be reached by conferences be- 
tween the State Health Department, 
Fultor-DeKalb Hospital Authority and 
Emory University School of Medicine.

Atlanta — Ralph McGill's splen- 
did article, ‘Did You See Churchill 
Plain?’’ prods the memory regard- 
ing an unforgettable incident that 
occurred during Sir Winston’s ap- 


pearance in France immediately 
following the liberation of Paris. 

The great city was gaily deco- 
rated to welcome England’s fabu- 
lous Prime Minister . . . Gend- 
armes were everywhere, MP’s 
were on the alert for it was ru- 
mored there were still Nazis 
about ... and here was the man 
in person who had undoubtedly 
been the greatest thorn “‘in their 
side.”’ 


My credentials as a. war cor-, 


respondent entitled me to some 
special privileges, like standing in 
front of the human masses lining 
the street down which Churchill 
would ride in a _ closed Rolls- 
Royce. 

I chose a camera position where 
his journey would terminate and 
waited eventualities. With the ap- 
proach of the sleek black limou- 
sine, the weaving mass of on- 
lookers became a huge wriggling 
snake, closing in on the Prime 
Minister’s car. The gendarmes 
were helpless to stop the onrush. 
I felt like a surfboard rider on a 
wave and when .Winnie stepped 
down from the Rolls there was an 
added upward thrust and in the 
finder of my camera I could see 
the great statesman’s face loom- 
ing nearer and nearer, larger and 
larger; then I saw the bulldog 
clamp oi his jaws relax and his 
mouth partially open in a little 
gasp, the cigar dropping slightly. 

Authoritative voices yelled some- 
thing in French, my arms flew 
upward from a rude thud at each 
elbow, I saw the camera arch 
over my head — two gendarmes 
were rushing me — my hands 
reached frantically for the Bell 
& Howell (camera) and since we 
were traveling in the same di- 
rection I luckily pulled it in like 
a football forward pass. 

I had my picture.

It is hard to think of some persons as ever 
children, We don’t often

WASHINGTON—For what was supposed to 
be a “lame-duck” second term the Eisenhower 
administration is continuing to show itself, at 


least at two important points, to be remarkably spry. The theory 
of the critics of the 22nd Amendment—and I think that on longer ex- 


: 


perience they will probably be proved right—is that a president 
who is prevented by law from running again will inevitably limp 
through his second four years, losing influence and prestige and 
hard-pressed to get top-grade people to take top-grade appointments. 


Perhaps Eisenhower retains his 
second-term political influence 
because he was not elected as a 
political person. 

What is increasingly visible to- 
day is: (1) that the President's 
popularity with the voters - con- 
tinues to mount; (2) that the Ei- 
senhower Cabinet now is younger, 
more vigorous, and at several 
points abler, than the Cabinet 
which first came together. 

A series of Gallup polls since 
November shows that Eisen- 
hower’s national prestige has re- 
covered. steadily from the 1958 
Republican congressional cefeat. 
Today 61 per cent of the voters 
say they approve the way the 
President is doing his job. 

As to the Eisenhower Cabinet, 
two developments this past week 
add to its strength and resili- 
ence. 

One is the appointment of 
Thomas S. Gates Jr., the ab- 
solutely top-drawer secretary of 
the Navy who was about to re- 
tire, as deputy secretary of de- 
fense to fill the yawning hole in 
the Pentagon created by the 
passing of Deputy Secretary Don- 
ald Quarles. 

The other development, simi- 
larly heartening, is the announce- 
ment by Secretary of Defense 
Neil McElroy that he is ‘‘ad- 
journing” all plans to resign this 
fall. This means that his de- 
parture is put off until at least 
next January and he might very 
well stay on the job to.the end. 
This would be most desirable.

Hold Weight Down 
And Live Longer 


It is well known that the man 
who carries 20 or 30 or even 10 
pounds excess weight reduces his 
chances for a long and healthful 
life. He is not sufficiently con- 
vinced or he does not have the 
will power or the interest in his 
health to take off those extra 
pounds which are excess baggage. 


Life has enough handicaps for 
the active person without adding 
the unnecessary extra burden of 
obesity. Usually it is the gam- 
bling type of individual who pays 
no heed to life insurance statis- 
tics and other warnings. 


The question of the relationship 
of animal fat (cream, butter and 
the fat of meats) to heart attacks 
and strokes is still not completely 
clarified. There is, however, some 
very strong evidence that these 
fats are more injurious to the ar- 
teries and heart than vegetable 
oils. Food can be prepared delect- 
ably with these vegetable oils and 


for the person with high blood 


pressure or with a warning of 
any kind involving his heart, food 
prepared In this way is, as far 
as we know today, the best fare 
for him. 


Protection of the stomach 
against ulcer should also be a 
part of life for the busy person.

lary. I felt sorry for them.” 


|MANY MAKE MISTAKE 


That was a big mistake, he now 
has decided. Too many people 
| make the same mistake, he feels. 
\“People think it means black 
| clothes and dull, thankless work. 
That's not so. 


“We've found mission work is 
_just the opposite. It’s the most 
|rewarding, satisfying work I can 
| imagine,” he said. 


The work itself centers on in- 
troducing Christianity to the na- 
tives. ‘‘We don’t try to force them, 
though,”’ the Rev. Mr. Henderson 
said. “We teach them about 
Christ. We teach them the hy- 
giene and simple technology they 
need.” 


NATURAL TO NATIVES 


If the natives are slow to dis- 
card their own religions and 
their own customs and crafts, 
missionaries don’t worry, he said. 
“These things are natural to 
them, after all. We want to bring 
them something new. We don’t 
want to force them to destroy all 
their own heritage.” 


During this year’s stay in the 
United States, the Rev. Mr. Hen- 
derson plans to study education, 
theology and art at the Uni- 
| versity of Georgia. He’s quite an 
artist. Included in his museum 
| were many of his own paintings 
of African scenes. 


“You can’t be a missionary 
forever,”’ he said, ‘“‘and I'm get- 
'ting to be an antique.”’ (He's 40 
and looks younger.) “I'd like to 
be able to use the things I learn 
in Africa in my future work.”

Supplies, 
Demands 
In Coins 


Q. I know someone who col- 
lects coins. Whenever we eat 
out together, my friend looks 
over the change to see if there 
are any coins worth collecting. 
It would seem to me that the 
older the coin, the more val- 
uable it would be. If that’s true, 
is there much chance of find- 
a valuable coin in change? Mrs. 
J. T., Richmond, Va. 

A. The value of coins, like the 
value of postage stamps or an- 
tique furniture, depends on 
three things, Mrs. J. T.: Supply, 
demand and condition. 

You can buy a 1,500-year-old 
Roman coin for 50 or 75 cents. 
Yet a 1909 Lincoln penny with 
an ‘‘S’’ under the date and the 
‘initials ““V.D.B.” on the back 
‘might be worth several dollars. 

Here's why: Relatively few 

people collect Roman coins and 
those coins they do collect are 
«still being dug up in many parts 
‘of Europe. In short, the supply 
,is adequate. But a great num- 
“ber of people collect recent 
Inited States coins. The supply 
is already tight. 
~ Take that 1909 Lincoln penny. 
‘Only 484,000 cents carrying the 
“jnitials of the designer Victor 
D. Brenner were made by the 
San Francisco mint (‘identified 
‘by the letter ‘S’) that year. 
The supply of fine specimens 
has gone ‘down over the years, 
‘while the number of people who 
avould like to own one has gone 
up. 
In fact, the style in coin col- 
Jecting right now is to buy up 
and keep new, uncirculated US. 
coins of current or recent date. 
‘Collectors are betting they'll go 
‘up in value. The most popular 
items are proof sets, which are 
Specially struck, highly polished 
-coins. A set consists of one cent, 
a nickel, a dime, a quarter 
vand a half dollar; and you can 
‘purchase one’by sending a money 
‘order for $2.10 to the Director, 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia 30, Pa. 
“You can buy uncirculated rolls 
from a bank. 
. The chance of finding a really 
-valuable coin in change is prob- 
‘ably slim. Still, looking at mint 
“marks and dates of coins you 
-get in change may make pay- 
ing out money a bit more fun.

Bowling Clinic 


BY BILLY SIXTY 


There are always some bowlers who want to know how much 


wrist action they should apply. 

Unfortunately, 
can prescribe, generally. It will 
vary for the individual bowler 
Many bowlers don’t need any 
wrist turn at all.
